'Prewar Real Estate Prices 
Not Expected To Return Here John Fry Dead 


Victoria real estate men, de- 
spite the fact they are experi- 
encing a lull in the heavy buying 
of houses and land which has 
taken place here for some. time 
past, today expressed confidence 
property prices would not return 
to those of prewar, 

Maj. H. C, Holmes, 
Pemberton, Holmes Ltd., said it 
was difficult to say what would 
happen. If there was a continu- 
ance of strikes and wage in- 
creases he believed. prices of 
property would go up. ‘But, he 
continued, if a buyers’ strike 
occurred in the real estate field, 
then prices would go down. Now 
is not a normal period, he ob- 
served. “The cat may 
either way.”
